The  ILLINOIS  OFFICE  OF  EDUCATION  offers  ser¬ 
vices  to  visually  impaired  persons  attending  post-high 
school  programs.  These  services  include: 


1.  Prividing  educationally  adapted  materials;  i.e., 
braille  and  large  type  books,  recordings  ana 
other  specialized  materials  on  a  long  term  loan 
basis. 

2.  Working  with  colleges  and  universities  so  that 
the  total  range  of  rehabilitation  and  counseling 
services  which  are  available  to  the  handicapped 
can  be  coordinated. 

3.  Assisting  in  the  establishment  of  library  facilities 
on  each  campus  which  will  provide  ready  access 
to  adapted  materials. 

Requests  for  materials  can  either  be  initiated 
directly  by  the  student,  by  a  Division  of 
Vocational  Rehabilitation  counselor,  or  by  a 
designated  representative.  A  student  information 
form  and  ocular  report  must  be  filed  with  the 
Department  for  Exceptional  Children  for  each 
student  requesting  services  (copies  of  each  form  are 
available  from  the  department  and  regional  DVR 
offices).
